Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly'  Of  the  State  of  Andhra  Pradesh 
in  the  Fortieth  Year  of  the  Republic  of 
India  as  follows?-

(2)  On  making  such  application,  the  Mandal 
Revenue  Officer  shall  cause  an  enquiry  to  be  made  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  and  shall  issue  a Pass 
Book  in  accordance  with  the  Record  of  Rights  with 
such  particulars  and  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed; 

Provided'  that  no  such  Pass  Book  shall  be  issued 
by  the  Mandal  Revenue  Officer  unless  the  Record  of 
Rights  have  been  brought  uplo  date. 


(3)  The  entries  in  the  Pass  Ecok  may  be  correc- 
ted either  suo-moto  or  on  an  application  made  to  the 
Mandal  Revenue  Officer  in  the  manner  prescribed. 

(4)  The  Government  may  prescribe  by  rules 
the  manner  in  which  the  pass  books  may  be  issued  to 
all  owners,  palladars,  mortgagees  or  tenants  and  to 
such  other  person  in  accordance  with  the  record  of 
lights. 

(5)  The  Pass  Book  issued  under  sub-section  (1) 
and  duly  certified  by  the  Mandal  Revenue  Officer  or 
any  other  authority  as  may  be  prescribed  shall  be  [he 
record  of  the  title  in  respect  of  an  owner  and  the  rights 
and  interests  in  land  in  respect  of  others.  Every  entry 


’ ihe  Pass  Book  shall  be  presumed  to  be  correct  and 
, (rue  unless  the  contrary  is  proved. 


10.  In  section  6-C  of  the  principal  Act, — 

(i)  for  sub-section  (1),  the  following  sub- 
section shall  be  substituted,  namely: — 

“(1)  Every  loan  granted  by  any  credit  agency, 
on  the  security  of  the  land,  every  encumbrance' of  land 
for  !J>e  grant  of  a loan  and  every  repayment  of  such 
loan  shall  be  recorded  in  the  pass  book  by  the  con- 
cerned officer  or  authority  under  attestation  by  a com- 
petent officer  of  the  credit  agency,  and  also  made  an 
entry  of  the  discharge  after  the  repayment  of  the  loan: 

Provided  that  no  loan  shall  be  granted  by  any 
credit  agency  without  the  production  of  the  pattadars 
Pass  Book  ”. 

(ii).  After  sub-section  (2),  the  following  sub-

"(3)  Every  loan  referred  to  i i sub-section  (1) 
shall  be  liable  to  be  recovered  as  arrears  of 
land  revenue,  in  case  of  default  by  the  borrower.”

- Provided  that  in  the  case  of  landless  persons 
including  small  and  marginal  farmers  purchasing 
land  .for  the  first  time,  the  registering  autho- 
rity after  obtaining  a declaration  and  collecting  the 
prescribed  cost  may  issue  a pass  book  and  arrange  to 
send  it  to  the  concerned  Mandat  Revenue  Officer  for 
being  certified  and  issued  to  the  concerned  purchaser 
in  the  manner  prescribed. 

12.  In  section  7 of  the  principal  Act,  for  the  words 
"shall  be.  given  to  all  persons”,  the  words  “shall  be 
given  to'  all  persons  including  the  credit  agencies”  shall 
be  substituted. 

After  section  10  of  the  principal  Act,  the  fol- 
lowing section  shall  be  inserted,  namely: — 

10-A.  After  the  final  publication  of 
record  of  rights  in  the  manner  prescri- 
bed the  Mandal  Revenue  Officer  shall 
take  action  to  incorporate  the  said 
particulars  in  the  Village  Revenue  Re- 
cords, subject  to  such  amendments  as  may  be  necessary 
on  appeal  or  revision,  as  the  case  may  be.”. 

14.  In  section  11  of  the  principal  Act,  in  sub-section 
(2),  after  clause  (b)  the  following  clause  shall  be  inser- 
ted, namely: — 

“(bb)  regulating  the  manner  of  preparation,' 
is'ue,  maintenance  and  renewal  of  pass  books;”. 
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
